The amendments further define the probe array as "on a flat surface of the substrate". The element has not previously been considered 
and would therefore require further search and consideration. Applicant has not pointed to support in the specification for the newly 
claimed embodiment. Therefore, the amendment potentially introduces the issue of new matter. Furthermore, the newly claimed "flat 
surface" is reasonably interpreted to encompass any of the "flat" elements in the device of Brown (e.g. Column 4, lines 17 & 32) because 
the newly claimed "flat surface" does not define over e.g. a multlwell plate which has at the very least an upper and lower flat surface.
